A DOCUMENT OK THU HIU1IKST INTEREST AND RARITY. The Conquest 
of New Nctherland was one of the first events (and almost the only 
fruits) of the war with the Dutch in l»5t>4. Stuyvesant, the bmve 
Dutch governor, was unable to induce his people to oiler an effective 
resistance, and as soon as the English tlect under the command of 
Kicliard Nicolls, groom of the bedchamber to the Duke of York (to 
whom Charles II., with supreme indifference to the rights of others, 
had granted the whole country from the Connecticut to tho Delaware) 
appeared before New Amsterdam, bo surrendered.

This great geographical compilation is of course indispensable to all libraries of 
any pretension to importance.

Several editions were published in lolOandof these that published by Whit¬ 
church, March 7, was undoubtedly the iir»t. The view that the Mav edition 
was she first is untenable, the assumption being based on the fact that the eccle¬ 
siastical year began on March *25, and that therefore the real year of publication of 
the edition dated March 7. 1519, was 1550. But it is well known that printers 
were in the habit of dating their publications both by the ecclesiastical and by 
the civil year (commencing .Tan. 1), no fixed rule being followed; and as we 
have indisputable evidence that the new Prayer Book was in use in two London 
churches on Easter Day, 15-19 (April 21), it is certain that the edition dated March 7 
was the first, since the May edition was not published until some time after Easter. 

This view was upheld by the late Mr. Pickering—he followed the edition of 
March 7 in his series of reprints of early editions of the Book of Common 
Prayer—who also, as a practical printer, remarked that he considered, from an 
examination of the press-work of the book, that it bore marks of having been hastily 
got up, probably by two printers, to meet an emergency.

This work, which may be considered the first of its kind yet published, treats exhaustively of the 
origin and development of Coats of Arms among Oriental peoples. 

E. T. Rogers Bey, in his contributions to the subject, established beyond doubt that coats of 
arms and armorial bearings were introduced into Europe by the Crusaders in imitation of the 
practice of the Eastern princes whom they had encountered on the field of battle. The question 
remained, “Whence did these Eastern princes derive the idea of thus blazoning themselves?”
